Drunken speakers have debated. grave 
issues on the floor abd in the midst of 
maudlin ramblings have been heard to 
ask, ‘Mr. Speaker, where was I at?’ ” 

Denounced as a Falsehood. 

General Wheeler then denounced the 
publication as the most ridiculous false- 
hood ever uttered on the American Con- 
tinent. History did not suo an instanc 
of a viler attack upon a ‘ Peprésentative 
body than this, Fvery member was taint- 
ed with the charge. He believed the 
author of this bodk constitutlot y Unt 
ble to state facts. 

„General Wheeler then went on at 
length to discuss the bock through. The 
speaker stopped him every few moments 
when he dealt with irrelevant matter. 

Al the time General Wheel- 
er was talking, Mr. Burrows, 
of Michigan, a republican, inter- 
rupted him, declaring him to be out of 
order. It was apparent that this was 
done by the republican leaders to win 
Mr. Watson’s friendship. Like the case 
of Emory Speer, the republicans believe 
Watson will be in their ranks in time.

After 
General Wheeler had concluded, Watson 
took the floor to reply. In doing so he 
said he had not requested General Wheel- 
er to advertise his book, but he must 
thank him for it. Watson then attémptéd 
to go into a general discussion of his 
book. When called to order he said 
General Wheeler had said his book Was 
false and defamatory. In reply to that 
he said “I say every word in that book 
is true.”

DEATAS FROM SUNSTROKE. 


Mrs. Governor Brown, of Maryland, Stricken 
The Heat Record. 

Baltimore, July 29.—The weather today 
continued excessively hot and up to a late 
hour tonight there are no indications of 
cooler weather. Ten deaths and twenty- 
seven prostrations. are on record. 

Mrs. Frank Brown, wife of the governor 
of Maryland, is dying at Hotel Rennert, 
in this city, from the effect of sunstroke. 

Mrs. Brown came from Annapolis this 
morning to make purchases prior to going 
to Narragansett Pier and went to the hotel 
about noon. She was assigned to a room 
aud shortly after her bell rang. The 
chambermaid found her door locked and 
could, obtain no answer. The door was 
forced open and Mrs. Brown was found 
lying unconscious on the floor. Up to mid- 
night she had not regained consciousness 
and there is little hope of her. recovery.

Trkzié Act of a Scorned Wife 
| Yesterday. 
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A jenlous and deserted wife threw a 


pint of vitriol into the pretty face of a 
young ‘woman who, she says, has tured — 
Husband away, yesterday. 

Like a firebrand, the poisotious liquid 
burned up the flesh wherever it came in 
contact, and in a moment's time a lovely 
face was changed into an ugly, charred 
and forever disfigured wreck. The pretty 
black eyes, flashing with life, were fried 
up in a moment, and the sockets, red, 
staring, ghastly, terrible, were left. 

The red blöom of health was consumed, 
and a frightfully ugly burn was left in its 
place. Tue expression of youthful happi- 
ness gave place to one ghastly and awful. 
The red lips were scarred and scorched 
where the fiery fluid had touched them. 
It was the work of a moment, but all 
the years of a lifetime will not erase the 
scars that it left, nor restore the beauty 
that it destroyed. 

A story as replete with thrilling and 
dramatic plot as this one was hardly ever 
enacted in any circle in this city. That 
truth is as strange as the stories in the 
five-cent libraries is verified by this occur- 
rence. 

A young wife with a sick babe, left by 
her husband with nothing to ent; the hus- 
band basking in the smiles of a pretty 
young siren; the wife, goaded beyond en- 
duratice by the continued neglect and de- 
sertion, threatened with starvation for her- 
self and her babe, seeks her husband and 
begs him vainly to return. When he 
failed..to come, and continued with the 
young woman, as she thought, the wife 
resorted to the most desperate remedy. If 
that pretty face were burned and disfig- 
ured, her husband would scorn it. 

With a cup of vitriol in Her hand the 
wife went to the home of her husband's 
énchantress. For a moment the two 
faced each other, looks of deathly hate 
gieamingfrom the eyes of each; the 
wronged wife's arm was raised in the 
air—the contents of the cup were empticd 
in the younger woman’s blooming face. 

The wife turned and walked quietly back 
to her home, as if satisfied with her work. 

Who She Was 

Julia Olive, a very dark brunette, about 
thirty years of age, was the indignant wo- 
man who handled the deadly acid that de 
features of her hus- 
Barid’s lady love. She is a frail woman, 
and there’s nothing ferocious about her 
appearance. She’s as mild as a lamb, 
and as she sat sobbing in the police sta- 
tion there was not one of the officers who 
saw her but felt deeply distressed at the 
pitiful picture she presented. 

Her husband is Jesse Olive, a machinist, 
about thirty-five years old. He came to 
Atlanta from Rome a year ago, and has 
been at work at Van Witle’s since until 
about ten days ago. 

Since coming here he and his wité have 


ved in a little cottage home near Van 


Winkle's factory, in the northern part of 
thé cit® They have but one child, a babe 
thr@& months old. 

Mrs. Olive says their married life was 
as happy as that of the common run of 
people until about three weeks ago. The 
little woman charges that at that dme a 
disturber came into the household. 

Her aunt, Mrs. Smith, and her pretty 
daughter, Alice. Smith, came to their home 
to reside for a few days. 

Alice Smith was a pretty girl, young 
and happy-spirited, and just nineteen. 
Mrs. Olive says her husband began to pay 
marked attention to the pretty girl, and 
they were together a great deal.

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A FUGITIVE RETURNS AFTER NINE YEARS 


Ot Hiding from the Officers and Demands 
a lrial—Particulars of the Killing 
of Plattor by Suggs. 


* Cartersyille, Ga, July 29.—(Special.)— 
On the night of the 7th of November, 1883, 
one of the bloodicst crimes ever enacted in 

Bartow county occurred in the quiet village 
of. Adairsville. 8 

Tue day prevjous a ‘strolling troupe of 
players advertised their appearance in the 
little town and gave one performance. The 
receipts were not large and owing to this 
they had trouble in securing a hall for their 
next uight’s performance, which they had 
announced. Among these ‘strolling artists 
were L. J. Plattor and S. M. Suggs, the 
former being the manager of the troupe. 
The trouble in regard to the hall begat 
trouble between Plattor and Suggs, during 
which the latter struck the former two 
blows with his fist, _ : 

Iney separated, however, before any fur- 
ther damage was done, Plattor going out of 
the room and Suggs remaining, collecting 
his ariicles for the purpose of severing his 
connection with the troupe. Before Suggs 
had finished his arrangements Plattor again 
entered the room, having in his hand an 
ax handle or wagon spoke and seeing 
Suggs’s preparation for departure, remarked 
to him: — 

Suggs, you can go if you want to. You 
bave struck your best friend and I advise 
you not te de se mr. 

The attitude of 
his menacing Suggs with his cudgel angered 
the latter, and he sprang upon Plattor with 
an open knife in his hand. e combat 
was short but deadly. Plattor was stabbed 
in the right leg, the femoral artery being 
= aud he bled to death in a few min- 
Utes, 

During the trouble Suggs lost his knife, 
which was captured by Plattor, and his 
bead bore bloody evidence of the work of 

lattor’s ax handle. 

Mrs. Plattor, the wife of the dead man, 
was the only witness of the mortal struggle. 
She tried to prevent it, but could not. Af- 
ter the death blow was given she caught 
Suggs, who was tryhig to eseape, and suc- 
ceeied in holding him until he was in the 
hands of the authorities. Suggs’s appear- 
ance was bloody, indeed. His clothing had 
lost its original color, being literally dyed 
in blood; his head and face were gashed 
and bleeding from wounds inflicted by Plat- 
tor, but he was calm and cool, proclaiming 
that bis act was one of self-defense. 

The room was one of blood. The femoral 
artery had been severed and the blood had 
been thrown as high as six feet upon the 
walls, and in the midst of a pool of gore 
the dying man was gasping for breath. 

Suggs was immediately brought to Car- 
tersville and placed in jail. He emphyed 
able counsel for his trial in January follow- 
ing, but finding an opportunity of escape 
before that time he took advantage of it, 
and from that day until now has wandered 
the country over, a fugitive from justice 
and iimunted with a feeling of unrest. Today 
Sugzs is again in Bartow’s jail. He re- 
turus of his cen accord and desires a trial, 
_ which he believes will vindieate his deadly 
action, free him of the terrible charge of 
murder aud once again make him a citizen 
and not a fugitive from justice. He is now 
about thirty-five years of age. 

The state's attorney.is unable to say what 
sort of a case he Can make out, as Mrs. 
Plattor, the state’s principal witness, bis 
been reported dead.

SU:CIDE OF A YOUNG MAN, 


Thomas Talley Hangs IIimself tothe Rafters 
‘ofa Wagon Shed. 

Newnan, Ga., July 29-—(Special.)}—Mr. 
Thomas Talley, the seventeen-yearold son 
of Mr. Charles W. Talley, of this eounty, 
committed suicide on Wednesday, by hang- 
ing himself from the rafters of his father’s 
wagon shelter. 

In the forenoon, Mr. C. W. Talley came 
to Newnan and took the horse out of the 
plow, which the young man was plowing.

Stenography, Velegraphy, Typewriting. 

The.stenographic depa.tment, telegraphy 
and typewriting ure under the wrregcement 
of one teacher. Vhis deparunent is well 
equipped and splendid work has Len done 
in it. Twenty-one pupils were inst) ucted 
in stenography, thirteen in 1Yy< writing and 
ten in telegraphy, The requirements for a 
certificate in stenography are a speed of 
. eighty word per minutes, and an sccurate 
transcription of words at the rate of twenty, 
five per minute. 

Oooking. 

This department is under the manegement 
of a skillful teacher, who teaches Physiology, 
hygiene and the chemistry of cocking, in 
connection with the practical work. The 
girls are taught the different propcrties of 
food and their effects on the different or- 
gans of the body. The cooking 100m con- 
tains a eabinet, where the teacher can point 
out the various ingredients contained in a 
pound of most articles of food. The proper- 
ties contained in a pound of beef andl f al. 
most all other articles of food, are separated 
ami bottled, and the girls are tauynt the 
food value of each. Lessons arc also given 
in the important matter of mafkeung and 
in the general subject of domestic econcmy. 
Forty were instructed in this department. 
They were organized into three practice 
classes to receive a two hours’ lesson (ach 
week. Lessons in cooking are compulsory 
in the higher classes. What a benefit these 
lessons will be to the hun leds of dyspep- 
tics seattered over the state. Muscle und 
strength depend less upon what we eat than 
upon how it is cooked. i 

Drawing, Designing, Clay Modeling. 

The entire school receives instruction in 

freehand drawing, designing and clay mod 


ing. N 
A N have made some beautiful pat- 
terns for wall paper, carpets and oil-

t is wonderful to see the originality dis- 
played in sonie of these designs. They 
are also taught the combinations of colors, 
and the teacher says it is gratifying to see 
how soon they learn to eombine colors 
rroperly and to criticise a want of taste 
E their combinations. This is one of the 
most interesting departments in the college 
to visit, and gives promise of great useful- 
ness. This department is important, both 
as an educational factor and an industrial 
brauch. 


Normal Department. 


The normal department is divided into 
several grades, and has seventy-six pupils. 
Out of this number, forty-five have had 
gome experience in teaching.

The examinatici pan? s in Gere depart- 
ment gave evidence of careful trafning and 
thorough scholarship. — 

The system of making scholarship the 
test of promotion is rigidly adhered to and 
we heartily commend the faculty for so 
doing. 

The papers examined were neat and the 
ideas well expressed. 

a few instances the epelling was 
not correct, but eonsidering the condition 
of our preparatory schools the absence of 
bad spelling was remarkable. This defect, 
however, was confined to the lower classes. 
We were agreeably disappointed in not 
finding more room for unfavorable criti- 
cism, for considering the fact that this is 
the first year of this institution’s work 
we did not expect to find its methods so 
progressive, its work so suceessful and its 
standard so high.

The second amendment prescribes how 
charters shall be granted, cbrta in e 
rate powers to be given by the courts, 
railroad, banking and similar charters to 
be grantéd by the secretary of state. 

No question has been raised about these 
two amendments. 

But the other two amendments have been 
questioned, inasmuch as there ‘are no such 
paragraphs in the constitution us the act 
was intended to amend. One of these 


amendments was intended to change the 


sessions of the general assembly from bi- 
ennial to annual. The other amendment 
proposes to extend the sessions of tlie as- 
sembly from forty days to fifty. 

Colonel Little argues that the mistake in 
the figures desiguating the paragraphs is 
not material. His opinion will be found 
interesting, especially by lawyers:
